The Daily Mail this morning pub- 

lishes a photograph transmitted by 

wireless a distance of 100 yards from 
one building to another by means of 

a wireless apparatus invented by T. 

Thorn Baker, 

A specially prepared photograph 
was placed on the wireless transmit- 
ter and within three minutes an ac- 
tual photographic record was ob- 
tained in the receiving instrument, 
the whole operation being automatic 
throughout, without the intervention 
of a human operator. 

Results as yet, though surprisingly 
good, are not perfect. The wireless 
photograph published by The Daily 
Mail is coarse- grained and blurred, 
but it is easily recognizable as that 
of a man on skis assisting a less ex- 
perienced woman skier.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—At today’s 
regular meeting of the Cabinet Presi- 
dent Harding was interested and pleased, 
according to what was said at the White 
House afterward, by information given 
to him concerning the effect of the new 
customs tariff on the trade of the United 
States.

Dr. McKoin asserted that he was not 
a fugitive from justice and that he came 
to Baltimore on Oct. 1 to take a course 
in urology under Dr. Hugh Young at 
the Brady clinic. He insisted that he 
knew nothing of the murders of Rich- 
ards and Daniels and that he left the 
town after he had been shot at one. 
night as he was returning from attend- 
ing a false call.

One of them is understood to be the 
claim of the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Com- | 
pany for about $2,000,000 covering dam- 
ages for the complete requisitioning of 
its plant by the Germans in Belgium. 

Although only two cases have thus far 
come before the tribunal, the work of 
preparing cases has been going on and 
officials. believe that in January and 
February the claims will come through 
at the rate of perhaps 150 or 200 a 
week. It is expected that they will be 
handled expeditiously, as both the Amer- 
ican and German members of the com- 
mission appear to be exceedingly anx- 
fous that there be a minimum of delay. | 

The first work undertaken by the com- | 


mission, it was explained, was to decide | 


certain questions ‘of general law which 
would serve as a guiding principle in 
all specific cases. This work is now 
practically complete. 


It is expected that the Germans will 


suggest the modification of certain 
claims bearing upon wartime insurance 
premiums. A number of cases have 
arisen where shippers of cargoes are at- 
tempting to recover the difference be- 
tween the high insurance premiums pre- 
vailing during the war and ordinary 
rates. As these shipments extended over | 
R long period, the amount involved is 
considerable. The German contention is 
understood to be that in practically all 
cases the increased rate of insurance was 
covered to the owner of the cargoes in 
the increased price to the consumer, and 
that for Germany to reimburse the ship- 
pers would be to pay the extra charge 
twice. 

.There is no apparent disposition on 
the part of the Germans to dispute 
claims arising from the loss of ships 
and cargoes by torpedoing or the loss of 
lives under the same conditions.

BERLIN, Dec. 26.—In its annual re- 
port the Hamburg Chamber of Com- 
merce refers to the decreasing German 
export trade and protests especially 
against a widely accepted contention 
that the inflation of German currency 
meant a premium on German exports. 

The figures show, says the report, that 
the contrary is the case, German exports 
having decreased to one-third of their 
former . amount, while, on the other 
hand, imports have increased fourteen 
times in.ten months. An unfortunate 
part of this increase is that it is mainly 
due to imports of foreign coal, home 
production not sufficing for the upkeep 
of the railway services and industries, 
while large quantities of it are diverted 
to the Allies, according to the Versailles 
treaty. The Hamburg report asserts 
that these ‘‘ useless perambulations "’ of 
of all the evil, 
which might perhaps be neutralized to 
some extent by increased intensity of 
labor, 

‘‘ By legislative plans only this cannot 
be ‘achieved. All those in responsible 
commercial and industrial positions 
must strain every nerve for the general 
welfare. In this sense is the great en- 
terprise of large German firms which, 
surmounting all political difficulties, 
have formed new connections with large 
foreign. consumers. If, however,’’ con- 
cludes the report, ‘“‘ these new enter- 
prises should be compelled to submit to 
the contgol of the reparations commis- 
sion, then all efforts may be in vain. 
Only a new plan of reparations, regulat- 
ing supplies to be delivered as well as 
actual payments can help us.”’ 

Accordjng to latest reports from Ham- 
burg, Bremen and other German ports, 
German steamship lines have not flour- 
ished as much during the past year as 
people affected by the ‘‘ Bourse fever 
gencrally supposed., 

This is especially true of the so-called 
East Asiatic Lines, of which there are 
four, owned by the North German 
Lloyd, Stinnes and Rickmers. These four 
lines entered into competition with long- 
established English, French, _ Italian, 
Chinese, Japanese and Dutch lines, 
which, so soon after the war and in 
view of the continued stagnation of 
trade in the East, was looked on by ex- 
perienced German merchants as rather 
a haphazard undertaking. However, 
eight hundred German. nrterchants_ in 
Shanghai and an equal number dis- 
tributed -over other lEastern_ ports} 
seemed to guarantee that the enterprise 
could not fail. Now there is a report 
that all four lines have agreed among 
themselves to reduce their service con- 
siderably.

‘TURKS BAR HEARING 
OF ARMENIAN PLEA 


\Allies Give Unofficial Audfence 
| to Noradunghian, Kemalists 
| Being Absent. 


THREAT TO SUMMON IRISH 


Riza Nur Bey Makes It in Ridicule 
of Armenians’ Lack of Standing 
in the Conference. 


LAUSANNE, Dec. 26 (Associated 
Press).—Armenia was the storm centre 
of the Near East conference today. The 
Turks refused to attendga meeting of the 
sub-commission which Waa arranged to 
hear the plea of the Armenians for the 
establishment of a national home in 
Turkey, and both Ismet Pasha and Riza 
Nur Bey sent strongly worded communi- 
cations to the conference protesting 
against the decision to allow the Armen- 
fans to state their case. 

They declared that if the Armenians, 
who had no official standing and repre- 
sented no independent Government, were 
heard by the conference, there was no 
{reason why the Egyptians or the Irish 
should not be allowed to present their 
demands. 

The so-called irregular Egyptian dele- 
| cation has been waiting in Lausanne 
/for more than a month for permission 
| to be heard by the conference and voice 
'a demand for the independence of Egypt 
land complete withdrawal of the British 
army. 

Text of the Turkish Protest. 


The Ottoman protest, signed by Riza 
Nur Bey, was addressed to President 
Montagna of the sub-commission on 
minorities. It reads: 

‘‘In the official program for today- 
which was received by our delegation 
I read, not without surprise, that the 
4rmenian and Bulgarian delegations 
will be heard by the sub-commission on 
minorities. At the end of the last meet- 
ing of this sub-commission I presented 
objections to your plan to hear the Bul- 
garian delegation, and it was agreed 
that the Bulgarians would be received 
privately by the Allies. Now I learn 
that you not only intend to receive the 
Bulgarians at the sessions of the sub- 
commission, but also to hear the Ar- 
menians. I protest energetically against 
these audiences. 

‘If, despite the unchangeable attitude 
of the Turkish delegation, which has a 
direct interest in the proposed discus- 
sions, your Excellency insists upon 
listening to these two delegutions, I can- 
| not agree that this meeting should be 
| regarded as Official, or that the decla- 
rations made should find a place in the 
official report of the conference. 

‘From the official standpoint and 
the standpoint of the Turkish delegation 
i} the session must be considered non- 
existent. The conference consists of 
two parties. The Allies constitute one 
party and Turkey the other. There- 
fore any. session at which Turkey Is 
not represented cannot be regarded as 
official. 

‘ Despite the logical arguments which 

T furnished the other day in support of 
;our position, you have decided now to 
| hear the Armenians as well as the Bul- 
|} garians. The Armenian delegation is 
| composed of Turkish subjects, and it 
pretends to represent Armenians who 
| are Turkish subjects. To enter into con- 
tact with such a delegation would be 
equivalent to employing against a State 
subjects of this same State. Any in- 
itiative or step in this direction will only 
encourage us to suspect the assurances 
which have been showered upon us in 
}eonnettion with the safeguarding of our 
| sovereign rights. Furthermore, it would 
| be helpful to inquire what can possibly 
| be the official character of the Ar- 
menians who have been invited, and of 
what Government they pretend to be the 
delegates. 

‘The existing State of Armenia has 
lalready arranged with_ Turkey, by 
i treaty, all differences existing between 
lthem. As Lord Curzon himself has de- 
|clared, the Arménians now petitioning 
| the conference are private persons who 
|are opposed to the Armenian Republic 
of EBrivan as they are to Turkey. 

‘“The subcommission on minorities is 
going outside the field of its rightful de- 
liberations. The Turkish delegation be- 
lieves itself justified in not participating 
in these meetings. 

‘If the principle is accepted that all 
private persons who pretend to be gele- 
gated by their respective countries are 
ito be heard by the conference, then the 
|delegation of the Government of the

|) have the honor to propose, by the same 
token, the admission and audience of 
| delegations representing the populations 
lof Egypt, Palestine, Syria, Irak, India,

and Greece, as well as the delegates of 
Ireland, who ceaselessly ask our assist- 
ance to secure an opportunity to present 
their just and legitimate claims, 


Heard at Unofficial Session. 


In consequence of the Turkish protest 
the official meeting of the sub-commis- 
sion was postponed, and the represen- 
tatives of the inviting powers, Great 
Britain, France and Italy, sitting clone, 
listened to the Armenian spokesman, 


who suggested that a home be estab- 
lished in the northeastern vilayets: of 
‘Turkey, which should include historic 
Mount Ararat, ora section in Cilicia. 
It was impossible, he declared, for .the 
proposed Armenian home to amailga- 
mate with the Armenian Republic or 
Erivan, which had been taken over by 
the Russian Soviets. The Armenians 
would willingly accept the same rela- 
tionship with Turkey as the dominions 
with England, . In conclusion he asked 
for exemption from military service for 
the Armenians and urged the mainte- 
nance of the Orthodox Patriarchate in 
Constantinople, 

The Entente delegates took the Ar- 
menian petition under advisement, as 
they did petitions from the Bulgarians 
and the ancient people known as the 
Assyro-Chaldeans, . 

Noradunghian Pasha, once Turkish 
Foreign Minister, presented the Arme- 
nian plea. He said that the tragic 
events of 1915 had widened the Gulf 
between the Turks and the Armenians, 
The Young Turk Government at that 
time ‘had not only used unspeakable 
| methods in dealing with those Arme- 
nians who were loyal subjects of the 
Ottoman Empire, he asserted, but it 
also lacked the most elementary under- 
standing of the interests of the coun- 
try. Although Armenians were serving 
in the Turkish army, there were many 
deportations of Armeniang and suppres- 
sion of a great part of the Armenian 
population without the slightest pre- 
text. 

““We deeply regret that mutual dis- 
| trust still exists between the Turks 
and the Armenians,’’ -he_ continued, 
‘‘and that nothing is being done by 
Turkey to diminish the gravity of the 
situation. It is impossible for us to 
consider as a solution that the refugee 
Armenians who are in foreign countries 
should return to Turkey, as Ismet sug- 
gests.”’ 

‘There is, on the one hand, the fate 
of the Armenians of Balikesri, Brusa 
and Bigha, who, on assurances given 
them by their Turkish countrymen, de- 
cided to. remain in these localities and 
lost their lives as a result of recent 
events.| There is, on the other hand, the 
present exodus of the few survivors of 
the 1915 deportations, who, after the sig- 
nature of the Mudros armistice, had the 
courage to return to Anatolia. 

‘Those unhappy people ‘are once 
more obHged to leave the country. We 
cannot imagine that in midwiner these 
women and children and old men, with- 
out means of sustenance, are fleeing of 


, other detectives. arrived they 
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their own free will to the Black Sea 
ports or to Syria, while the able-bodied 
men are being kept in concentration 
camps or at work.”’ / 


700,000 Armenian Refugees. 


“There are now about 700,000 Arme- 
nian refugees {n the outlying countries. 
Of these 845,000 are in different parts 
of the Caucasus, 95,000 in Syria, 120,000 
in Greece, the Aegean island’ and Mace- 
donia; 40,000 in Bulgaria and Western 


Thrace and 50,000 in Persia, the remain- 
der being dispersed here and there, not 
to mention about 110,000 orphans, who 
providentially are receiving aid from the 
American Near East Relief. 

** All these refugees have lost many 
relatives by violence. Every one awaits 
with anxiety and legitimate impatience 
@ solution which will end the tragic situ- 
ation. Those refugees, once leaborious 

roductive elements, are now cared for 

y benevolent institutions, and it is 

uite clear that this pitiful situation 
should not last indefinitely.s 

‘These are the unhappy facts: You 
will see that they are not of a nature 
to re-establish confidence or make pos- 
sible the return of these families to the 
country where ‘they formerly lived and 
where they will only find poignant mem- 
ories, bitterness and inextricable dissen- 
sions. No kind of permission or order, 
no kind of proclamation or special stipu- 
lation can reassure them. Only the cre- 
ation of a national home would be able | 
to obliterate the tragic past, allay ac- ! 
cumulated hatred and bring back confi- 
dence, 

“It is these considerations, and also 
a desire to keep their formal pledges, | 
that have led the allied Governments in 
the conferences in London in March, 
1921, and Paris jn March, 1922, to de- 
cide to cqnstitute an Armenian home. 
We cannot imagine that the Turks, who 
have struggled for independence and 
have recognized the independence of the 
Moslem peoples which before the war) 
formed part of their empire, can refuse 
to other countrymen the right to realize | 
such moderate claims. j 

‘It should be noted that the Turkish | 
State and Turkish individuals have ben- 
efited by the real and personal proper- | 


| ties of the Armenians who disappeared 


Without leaving successors. We believe 
that the national pact of Angora, which ! 
antedated the project of the creation of 
this moderate home and did not foresee 
the present case, does not preveht the| 
Turks from considering impartially and | 
favorably the question at issue and from 
reaching a solution by the adoption of 
the same arrangements that have proved 
successful in a number of countries, par- 
ticularly the British dominions. 

‘As for the territory suggested ag a 
national home, our delegations refer 
ou to the memorandum which they 
ave the honor to present to the 
conference, in which they have left 
to the conference the choice between 
a region in the northeastern vilayets 
or a region in Cilicia. Both of 
these are regions with which the Arme- 
nians have been historically connected 
for centuries, and in which the present 
Moslem populations, owing to the war, 
are very much reduced. 


Allles’ Pledges Recalled to Them. 


“Let us, gentlemen, remind you that} 
all the peoples of the world have admit- 
ted the justice of our cause ang have 
expressed themselves in their Parlia- 
ments and through the Assemblies and 
Councils of the League of Nations as 
to the necessity of creating a national 
home. You have there on your tables| 
pathetic appeals signed by millions of} 
members of Eurdpean and American 
Christian churches, communities and} 
well-known individuals in behalf of that} 
solution, and it is a particular pleasure 
to think that there are not only Chris- 
tians with that thought in mind, but) 
thousands of Mosiems in India, Persia; 
and Azerbaijan, and also in Turkey, whe} 
on many occasions have recognized the} 
legitimacy and need of an Armenian na-| 
tional home. 

“Finally, having examined the ques-| 
tion under Turco-Armenian and humant-| 
tarian aspects, allow us to mention also! 
in a few words the point of view of} 
righteousness. The allied powers, who 
made war for the triumph of Justice, | 
have on many occasions promised lib-| 
eration to the Armenians in Turkey. It] 
was after the agreement concluded in 
London and after the terrible deporta-| 


tion of 1915 that*the Armenians of}

other countries were in- 
vited to form a ‘‘ Legion of the Orient ”’ 
under the auspices of France. | 

“ Having signed enlistment forms, in | 
which the liberation of their country 
was stipulated, they fought bravely and 
successfully under the command of 
j}¥ield Marshal Allenby on the Palestine 
and Syrian fronts. The Sévres treaty, | 
the arbitration of the United States de-| 
| fining the Armenian boundaries and the | 
| twenty-second article of the Pact of | 
{Nations are so many reiterations, which 
iheve consecrated the engagements con- | 
tracted by the Allies during the war on | 
behalf of the Armenian people. 

“If, as a consequence of political 
events, you are now preparing a new! 
treaty for the pacification of the Near 
Vast, we are certain that the spirit 
whieh is urging you to take into con- | 
sideration in a larger way the Turkish | 
claims will also inspire you to recog- 
nize the legitimacy of the Armenian 
cause. We do not doubt that nothing 
will be neglected in your deliberations 
and resolutions for safeguarding the 
principles and promises referred to. 

“In conclusion, let us expresa the} 
wish that the Turkish delegation, newly 
inspired and more fully enlightened, will 
modify their views on tine question of | 
an Armenian national home which 1s 
now before us. To have a Dominion 
will not only be a title of glory for 
the new Turkey, but she will also have 
accomplished a just and fruitful act in 
conformity with all the interests in- 
volved. She would gain the friendship 
of the Armenian element, productively 
active, which will, in. addition, be de-| 
voted to proving itself a helpful factor} 
in the future. 

“We are thoroughly convinced that it | 
is only by such a solution that the peace} 
concluded for the Near East will have 
a sound and rational basis and will be 
prevented from becoming illusory and 
incomplete.” 

Plea for 160,000 Bulgarians. 

Appearing at the unofficial meeting of 
the sub-commission, the Bulgarians re- 
quested that 160,000 Bulgarians who had | 
fled from Eastern Thrace should be per- 
mitted to return to that country, which 
had become Turkish territory, and said 
they were ready to accept the same 
treatment as Turkish citizens. 

Biblical history came before the meet- | 
ing when the representatives ofs the 
Assyro-Chaldeans arose. Their people 
live in Mesopotamia, between Mosul and 
the Turkish frontier. They wish to 
maintain their own tanguage and cus- 
toms and to be allowed to dwell in peace. 
General Achpitros, their chief spokes- 
man, said with dignity that history had 
proved that Adam and HEve were born 
in their country and the early chapters 
of early life moved about the Assyro- 
Chaldeans. 

The sub-commission also discussed the 
question of fixing the nationality of the 
peoples inhabitating provinces de- 
tached from Turkey, such as Syria, 
Irak and Palestine. It was decided that

D. J. McGrath, Acting Free State 
Official Here, Is Accused in 


O’Connor Execution. 


Daniel J. McGrath, the acting Consul 


| of the Irish Free State, who received a 


letter on Dec. 14 threatening his Hfe if 
he remained in the country after Dec. 


| 26, did not appear at his office at 119 


Nassau Street yesterday afternoon. Ac- 
cording to employes in the building, 
McGrath visited his rooms in the morn- 
ing for a few minutes only. Untila few 
days ago his office was said to have 
been Quite busy and he employed four 
etenographers. All efforts to reach Mce- 
Grath failed. A number of local 
soanees said they knew nothing about 
him. 

The letter waa signed ‘‘ Military Au- 
thority, Irish Republican Army,” and 
said he would be shot on sight after the 
morning of Dec. 26, as the writers con- 
sidered him responsible for the execution 
of Rory O'Connor and the three other 
Irish republican leaders in November. 

McGrath said at the time he had not 
been recognized officially as Consul, but 
had been attending to the duties of the 
office in the absence of Joseph Connolly, 
who had resigned. 

Francis J. Lowe, Secretary of the 
Friends of the Irish Free State, said 
last night he thought McGrath's absence 
could be accounted for by the fact 
that yesterday was St. Stephen's Day, 
observed in Ireland and by many of the 
Irish in America. 


ATTACK JEWS IN RUMANIA. 


Arrival of Police Prevents Looting 
of Stores by Mob at Galatz.

CUBAN LIQUOR SHIP 
PUZZLES OFFICIALS 


Steamer With Cargo for St. 
Pierre Entered Florida 
Port in Distress. 


HER DETENTION PROTESTED 


‘Cuba Claims International Law Re- 
quires Vessel Be Allowed to Pro- 
ceed With Her Cargo. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—It is expect- 
ed that the Harding Administration .in 
the next few days will come to a de- 
cision regarding the status of the Cuban 
steamer Miguel Ferrer, which is lying 
in the harbor at Fernandina, Fla., with 
a cargo of 5,000 cases of liquor aboard, 
which, according to the ship’s papers, 
was bound for the fishing village of St. 
Pierre, off the south coast of Newfound- 
land. 

The case involves the question whether 
a vessel caught in a storm at sea or 
driven ashore in distress calls within 
the scope of the American prohibition 
enforcement laws when found carrying 
liquor, if no attempt was being made 
to violate the Volstead act. 

The Cuban Legation here; through its 
Chargé d’Affaires, Arturo Padro, acting 
upon instructions from Havana, made 
representations to the State Department 
asking that the vessel be allowed to 
proceed because of the fact that she had 


entered an American port because she 
was in a distressed and sinking condi- 
tion, some of her machinery having 
broken down. Under the generally rec- 
ognized principles of international law, 
the Cuban Legation claimed, there had 
been no violation of the American law 
against the admission of liquors into 
the United States, as the Miguel Ferrer 
had been bound to a foreign port. Un- 
der international law, it is claimed, any 
vessel in aistress is allowed to put into 
a foreign port long enough to permit 
sufficient repairs to be made to allow 
her to proceed to her destination or to 
her nearest home port. 

The State Department asked the 
Treasury Department for a report, and 
an investigation Is being made by the 
Customs Division of the Treasury. 
is believed this will be in the hands 
of the State Department soon and that 
announcement then will be made as to 
what shall be done with the Cuban ves- 
sel. 

As the case stands at present, under 
a ruling which the customs authorities 
have made, a cash bond of $45,000 must 
be put up before te vessel is allowed to 
proceed to her destination, this money 
to be returned after the cargo has been 
safely landed in the foreign port to 
which it was destined. An effort, it is 
said, will be made to avoid putting up 
this large cash bond, on the ground that 
no law wasviolated and that nothing 
of this sort has been demanded in other 
cases of vessels seized but later allowed 
to proceed. 


CAPITOL BOOTLEGGER GONE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The drive to 
keep bootleggers out of the Capitol 
Building severed from the Government

At the time 
the breaking of the flask attracted the 
attention of only a few persons, and 
quick use of the mop speedily wiped 
away the evidence.

Public ambulance service will be dis- 
continued by Flower Hospital on Dec, 
81, according to an announcement last 
night by L: C. Trimble, Superintendent 
of the hospital. This action was decided 
upon yesterday by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the institution.

Otto H. Kahn, Replying to De-| 
fense Society, Declares They 
Are Not Soviet Aids. 


The charge made by the American De- 
fense Society that the Moscow Art Thea- 
tre company was coming to this coun- 
try as a body of political propagandists 
was declared to be absurd yesterday by 
persons .who have sponsored the group 
of players because of their artistic merit 
and by those who have been affiliated 
with Russian affairs. It was pointed 
out that the French Government had 
permitted the company to enter France 
nly after being satisfied that it had 
no political connections. 

Otto H. Kahn, Chairman of the commit- 
tee of patrons of the company on its visit | 
here, said that their engagement could 
not by any stretch of the imagination 
be connected with Soviet propagand2 
and that the coming of the company 
was significant only because the Moscow 
Art Theatre was ‘“‘ supreme among Or- 
vanizations devoted to dramatic art.’ 
If there were any agreement by which 
a share of the proceeds of the, Amer- 
ican tour were to be turned over to the 
Soviet Government, said Mr. Kahn, it 
could only be because the Sovict taxed | 
theatrical ‘productions, a tax similar to 
xome in this country 2

de™eves a revenue from its production? 
asked Mr. Kahn. } 

Similar protests against the charges | 
of the American Defense Society were| 
oiced by Pexton Hibben of the Russian

He arrived at the 
prison about noon and was placed in one 
of the cells of the reception corridor of 
the new death house, the twenty-seventh 
condemned man there awaiting execu- 
tion. 


Coming before Judge Gibbs, Becker 
maintained the same stolid demeanor 
that marked his attitude throughout the | 
trial. Almost indifferently he listened | 
to Charles V. Halley Jr., his counsel, 
who appealed to the Judge to postpone 
sentence. 


“The verdict is against the weight of 
the evidence,”’ said Mr. Halley. ‘ You 
must take into consideration the un-| 
seemly haste——’”’ | 

‘There has been no unseemly haste in 
this case,’’ interrupted Judge Gibbs. 
“The defense had every opportunity to| 
prepare its case.”’ a” |

neer A. C.. A left hook to the jaw, the 
decisive blow in a spirited exchange in 
which Lee rained a fusillade of punches 
on his rival's face and body, sent Ryc- 
koff down for the count of nine soon 
after the start of the tenth round. Ref- 
eree Patsy Haley looked appealingly to 
Ryckoff’s corner as if waiting for the 
Brooklynite’s handlers to admit defeat.

It was a mute admission of defeat for 
Ryckoff after a battle in which the 
Brooklyn boxer made a courageous up- 
hill struggle practically over the entire 
distance. The tenth round lasted ex- 
actly one minute. 

Ryckoff was clearly out-fought In all 
but two of the rounds. 
managed to outpoint Lee and in the 
second the Brooklynite held his rival 
even. Thereafter Lee appeared to ad- 
vantage, easily outpointing Ryckoff in 
the third, fourth, fifth and sixth rounds. 
The steady battering to which he had 
been subjected in these four rounds 
weakened Ryckoff perceptibly and he 
was eager to hold when the opportunity 
presented itself. In the seventh round 
Lee went about the task of knocking 
out his rival. The Harlemite kept up 
an uninterrupted fire to the body and 
face alternately and had Ryckoff in dis- 
tress} in the seventh, eighth and ninth 
rounds.

as |Commission Rules That Williams 


and Leonard Will Have to 
Meet in Another Bout. 


Kid Williams of Baltimore, who for- 
merly held the world's’ bantamweight 
champicnship title, and Harry (Battling) 
Leonard of Philadelphia will have to 


engage in another bout before either of 
the boxers is paid for the abbreviated 
scrap last Friday night at Madison 
Square Garden. This ruling was made 
yesterday at the weckly meeting of the 
State Athletic Commission. 

Williams won on a foul from Leonard 
in nJnutes 31 seconds of the first 
round, The reports of Judges Patsy 
Haley and Charles Meegan and Referee 
John McAvoy recognized the foul, but 
all three reports said the violation cf 
boxing rules was accidental and two of 
the reports expressed the opinion that 
Williams was not incapacitated, accord- 
ing to Chairman William Muldoon. It 
was thought that under a recent ruling 
of the commission Leonard automati- 
cally forfeited his compensation when 
he was disqualified for fouling. Chair- 
man Mulcoon expressed as the view of 
the commission that there were miti- 
gating circumstances and that neither 
boxer had exhibited anything in the 
abbreviated bout which would jratify 
paying the money for which each boxer 
signed. 

Frank Flournoy, matchmaker at 
Madison Square Garden, visited the 
commission and informed Muldoon that 
the Garden was prepared to conduct 
another bout between Williams and 
Leonard. This arrangement was agrees 
able to Frank Bagley, Léonard’s man- 
ager, according to Muldoon. Phil Lewis, 
manager of Williams, However, objected 
to the decision and declared he would 
not consent tO another meeting between 
the former champion and Leonard un- 
less Williams first. received his money 
for last Friday night’s bout.

BAKER FIELD 10 BE 
READY IN THE FALL 


With Certain Obstacles Removed 
Work Will Be Pushed on Tem- ; 
porary Football Plant. 


Developments of the last few days 
have convinced Columbia officials that 
it will be possible to build a temporary 
football field.and stands on Baker Field, 
the new stadium site, and stage gridiron 
games ‘there next Fall. It was learned 
at the university that the project has 
recently received favorable consideration 
by engineers and university officers, 
and, with certain obstacles removed, the 
work will be pushed with all speed in 
order to have the field ready for the 
opening of the season. It had = been 
feared before that the games would 
again have to be played on South Field. 

Extensive grading will be necessary 
before stands with a seating capacity, 
of 15,000 to 20,000 can be erected. This 
grading will be done in conformity with 
the permanent plans for. the stadium, 
and in the meantime the university 
will receive immediate benefit from the 
gift of George F. Baker, who donated 
the more than $600,000 that enabled Co- 
lumbia to buy the only available site in 
Manhattan. By the beginning of the 
new term next September the university. 
hopes to have Baker Field ready for 
most of Columbia’s outdoor athletics— 
football, rowing, baseball, track and 
field and, later on, tennis. 

A permanent brick or stone building 
with a dirt floor, in which the baseball, 
football and track men will hold indoor 
workouts, will be erected. ‘There will 
also be a large practice ground for ham- 


mer throwers, shot putters, javelin and 
discus men and other field athletes. 


Space Cramped at South Field. 


The pressure of cramped space on the 
campus at 116th Street is partly respon- 
sible for the eagerness of the university 
officials to get Baker Field in shape 


immediately. Until athTetic activities 
are shifted to the new field on upper 
Broadway, that part of the university’s 
building program relating to South Field 
will be blocked. It is planned to build 
a new Students’ Hall on one side of 
South Field, with a gymnasium, swim- 
ming pool and offices for all the under- 
graduate organizations. 

The baseball cage is a new addition to 
the stadium project, It will be a perma- 
nent building, like those at Cornell, 
Dartmouth and other institutions. There 
will be a cinder path for the track men 
and a dirt floor for pole vaulters, jump- 
ers, weight men and javelin and discus 
throwers. Incidentally, it will be the 
only indoor practice plate for pole 


} vaulters in this city, and club athletes 
| will be invited to use it freely.

DOUBLE. JEOPARDY. 


Circumstances In Which One May 
Be Tried Twice for One Offense. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When Mr. Alexander Sidney Lanier 
objects to the decision of the Supreme 
;Court concerning the ability of both 
| State and Federal authorities to prose- 
jcute an individual for illegal acts con- 
nected with liquor, even to prosecute 
successively, his reasoning is perfectly 
sound on moral grounds. It is. not in 
accordance with the law, however. So 
it happens that a man may be tried 
{and punished twice, in spite of the Con- 
| stitutional provision against double 
| Jeopardy. 

Back in 1852 it was held in the case 
| of Moore v. ‘Illinois, concerning slave 
matters, that ‘‘an offense is a trans- 
ereaion of law.’’ that if the Federal 
Government has a statute making an 
act an offense punishable in its courts 
and the State Government has a similar 
statute making the same act an offense 
punishable in its courts, a single act by 
a single individual may transgress two 


laws and therefore be two offenses and 
therefore be punishable by both courts. 


Such a situation can only occur in a 
country with a federal system of gov- 
ernment,. where the separate sovereign 
States retain certain definite powers and 
where the central Government enacts 
duplicate legislation or else encroaches 
upon those powers. It could not hap- 
pen under a unitary system in France 
or in England. For in those nations 
all law is derived from a single supe- 
rior body politic. 

There was in 1908 an interesting de- 
cision in the case of Grafton v. United 
States (206 U. S. 333). A soldier on 
post as a sentry in the Philippine Is- 
lands shot a civilian. He was tried and 
acquitted by a general court-martial, 
which was later found to have full 
jurisdiction. Subsequently he was 
brought before a local Philippine court 
for the. same shooting. The Supreme 
| Court decided that he had already been 
jtried, but that “by one act he had 
committed two offenses,’’ one under 
military law and the Articles of War, 
and the other under the civilian crimi- 
nal law obtaining in those islands. Yet, 
‘because both tribunals exerted their 
powers under and by authority of the 
same Government,’’ because both the 
military court-martial and the civilian 
court in the Phil!ppines owed their ex- 
istence to Congress and were judicial 
agents of the same jurisdiction, the 
Federal Government, his plea of a pre- 
vious trial was in that,instance cor- 
rect. He was ordered freed. However, 
the Court adverted to the previous de- 
cisign in Moore v. Illinois, and said, 
substantially, that if the act had taken 
place within the limits of one of the 
sovereign States of the Union, his plea 
would not have been valid and he could 
have been tried again. 

The army would prefer to administer 
punishments to its own personnel, be- 
cause it knows their circumstances, 
their psychology, and the effects of their 
acts better than do civilian courts. Yet, 
on account of this possibility of a double 
trial, in many instances the army turns 
its soldiers over to Civilian courts to 
prevent the injustice of a double jeop- 
ardy, which is really though not legally 
such. It even tried to do this in the 
Grafton case, but the local authorities 
failed to take action until after the first 
trial had been concluded. 

It is interesting that this question of 
a double jeopardy should have arisen, 
at an interval of seventy years, in cases 
involving slaves and liquor, two matters 
which have been the cause of such fan- 
tastic remarks about personal liberty 
and the right of private propesty. But 
in between them there has always ex- 
tended the legal possibility of a double 
trial for a soldier. This has usually 
remained only a possibility, because of

BELLEVUE'S HOUSING 


City’s Provision for Mental 
Cases Woefully Inadequate, 
Says Welfare Commissioner. 


WOULD PROTECT THE SANE 


Moves for Longer ~ Observation 
Period to Keep Thousands 
Out of Asylums. 


The fire hazard in the century-old ad- 
ministration building at Bellevue Hos- 
pital, housing from 300 to 400 mental 
cases, was called to the attention of the 
Board of Estimate by Bird S. Coler, 
Commissioner of PuBlic Welfare, last 
May in a report in which he recommend- 
ed the construction of a modern building 
to afford adeqtate treatment of psychi- 
atric cases. Commissioner Coler, who is 


ex-officio. a member of the Board of : 


Trustees of Bellevue and Allied Hospi- 
tals, yesterday called attention to that 
recommendation. 

Mr. Coler says the city’s facilities at 
Bellevue and elsewhere for the care of 
mental cases are woefully inadequate. 
He asserted in an interview that an in- 
tensive study of the situation had con- 
vinced him that approximately 2,000 
children and. between 2,000 and 3,000 
adults could be saved from the insane 
asylums of the State if proper treat- 
ment were available for curable cases. 

A conference with several Justices of 
the Supreme Court is to be held next 
wéek by Commissioner Coler to consider 
changes in the State insanity law pro- 
viding for longer periods of observation 
before a lunacy commission could com- 
mit a person to an institution for the 
insane. Mr. Coler said he would confer 
rrobably with Justices Victor J. Dow- 
sing, Edward J. McGoldrick, Vernon M. 
Davis-and Edward R. Finch. 

The conditions of the old building at 
Bellevue, which were denounced by John 
Zanft, general manager of the Fox Film 
Company, who made his observations in 
course of a Christmas visit to the insti- 
tution, have been known for a long 
time. 

* Conditions Not 


“The conditions either at Bellevue 
Hospital psychopathic ward or at Kings 
County Hospital are nothing new,” said 
Commissioner Coler. ‘‘ They have only 
been getting more complicated, since 
under the law we are compelled to put 
insane, alcoholics and drug addicts in 
the same buildings. 

“The Board of Trustees at Bellevue 
Hospital until very recently had be- 
Heved that the completion of Wards F 
and G were more important than the 
improvement of the psychopathic wards. 
About a month ago I succeeded in pass- 
ing through the Bellevue board a request 
for money for a new psychopathic hos- 
pital of 500 beds. In my report to the 
Goard of Estimate and Apportionment 
on May 10, 1922, I went into this situa- 
tion fully.’’ 

With his report to the Board of Estti- 
mate Commissioner Coler submitted a 
memorandum by Dr. Menas S. Gregory, 
in charge of the psychiatric departm=nt 
ot Bellevue, in which the main quarters 

| of the psychopathic cases were d:2- 
seribed as ‘‘ archaic, old-fashioned und 
unsuitable.’’ The memorandum further 
said that the psychopathic wards were 
in a building ‘‘ in such a state of dil:pi- 
dation that its further occupancy will 
ring reproach to the fair name of the 
city,’’ and then added: 

“ The present building is so inadequate 
for the growing demands that we have 
been compelled ‘to occupy parts of the 
old hospital building, condemned by the 
Fire Départment some years ago. The 
ennual admissions to the psychopathic 
service since 1903 has increased from 
2,400 to 6,000 (cases of alcoholism and 
drug addiction not included in these 
figures). This tremendous increase has 
caused shameful, unsanitary and unsafe 
overcrowding, in spite of the occupancy, 
as above stated, of the old building, 
which has been condemned by the Fire 
Department as unsafe.’’ 
et: do not agree with Commissioner 
Copeland that the present wards at 
Bellevue should be repaired,’ said Com- 
missioner Coler. ‘‘ There should be a 
separate modern building of, say, 400 or 
500 beds, provided with every equipment 
and facility for the treatment of nervous 
disorders, in which the entire psycho- 
pathic service of the city should be 
carried on. 

‘The law, however, governing the 
commitment of insane is worse than the 
physicel accommodations. It is in- 
human, to my mind, to be compelled to 
determine within ten days whether a 
person is insane or not. There should 
be a change in the law allowing patients 
to be held such a period of time as the 
doctors may think necessary. 


New.” 


Says Sane “Persons Suffer. 


‘‘ From my own study of this matter, 
and it has been very intensive, I believe 
that 20 to 30 per cent. of the people now 
sent to insane asylums need not go. To 
show you how far Dr. Gregory and I 
have gone into this subject, we have held 
conferences with Supreme Court Justices. 

“A few weeks ago, in conference with 


Justice Dowling of the Appellate Di- 
vision, it was suggested that he, as 
Chairman, call together Justices Davis, 
Finch, Wagner and McGolldrick, not to 
go over with us what is being done now, 
but to arrange for such legislation as to 
give a person threatened or charged with 
insanity as much chance for his life as 
an ordinary thief or murderer, which is 
not the case at present. 

“That conditions are not better than 
they are is not the fault of the doctors 
either in this department or Bellevue. 
We have dene all we could, but proper 
handling of the matter requires a sub- 
stantial amount of money. The financial 
condition of the city has held us back 
heretofore from obtaining this money? 
the strong propaganda for »veducational 
colleges, &c., absorbing almost all the 
available funds the city could scrape 
together. ; 

‘Tam firmly convinced that a proper 
psyeopathic hospital inside of three or 
four years will save 2,000 children from 
zoing to feeble-minded institutions and 
as many or more than that number of 
nervous people from being sent to State 

sane asylums. 
ins*The proper handling of this subject, 
to my mind, is one of the most impor- 
tant matters now, before the City of 
New York. Many people will remember 
the fight made against the Mental De- 
ficiency bill last year, which was vetoed 
by Governor Miller after it had been 
sent in as an emergency measure. Since 
the veto Dr. Gregory, on behalf of 
Bellevue, and I on behalf of this de- 
partment, have done everything within 
our power and the means at hand to 
meet the existing conditions. 

‘‘Mayor Hylan is_heartily in favor 
of our work and will join in with any- 
thing when it has been determined by 
our conferences with the courts.’’

Last Work of Sir Henry Raeburn Is 
Exhibited to Aid Poor. 


Celebrating its hundredth anniversary, 
4. portrait of Sir Walter Scott, painted 
by the great Scotch portrait painter Sir 
Henry Raeburn in 1822, the last portrait 
of the artist, is now being shown at the 
Knoedler Galleries, 556 Fifth Avenue, 
and will remain on view through Jan. 9. 

With an interesting history back of it 
and now thé property of J. Horace 
Harding, the portfait, witr a number of 
relics of the poet and novelist, is being 
exhibited for the benefit of the Society 
for Improving the Condition of the Poor, 
With an admission fee of 50 cents. If 
has been arranged by a committee o 
New York women. 

A sanctuary, a room hung with red 
in which there is nothing but the por- 
trait. and the souvenirs, has been pre- 
pared for the exhibition. The portrait, 
hung on the south wall, shows the sub- 
ject full face, wearing a dark green 
coat, yellow vest, white collar and black 
tie, the chain to his watch being of 
twisted silver. At Scott's first sitting 
the author told the painter that he 
thought he might find him a client for 
it, to which Raeburn is said to have 
replied: 

‘You may for a copy, Sir Walter; 
but the portrait I am how painting is 
for myself.’’ 

The artist bequeathed the picture to 
his son, upon whose death it was sold 
for the family at Christie’s in 1877. It 
passed into the collection of Mr. Duncan 
of Benmore, who sold it to the Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts. At the sale of the 
Baroness’s collection in May, 1922, it 
was bought by Messrs. Knoedler & Co., 
who sold it to Mr. Harding, the present 
owner. 

With the interesting portrait is shown 
an old box writing desk which was once 
the property of Scott and upon which 
he wrote his poems ‘‘ The Lay of the 
‘* The 
Lady of the Lake.’ This statement is 
made in an inscription engraved on the 
silver margin to the desk with the name:

Governor-Elect Announces That 
He Again Will Appoint — 
Watertown Man. 


SILENT ON DRY APPEAL 


Refuses to Comment on Anderson's 
Letter—Gives Luncheon for His 
Port Authority Colleagues. 


Governor-elect Alfred E. Smith made 
formal announcement last night that he 
would appoint George R. Van Namee 
of Watertown as Secretary to the Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Van Namee served in that 
capacity during part of the first Smith 
Administration at the Capitol and Jater 
was promoted to « $15,000 Public Service 
Commissionership. Since the election he 
has been aiding the Governor-elect im 
receiving the hundreds of visitors -who 
have been flocking to his suite In the 
Biltmore. 

Mr. Van Namee, who has been prac- 
ticing law in this city as a member of 
William Church Osborn’s law firm, made 
his first appearance in public life at 
Albany as Assistant ‘Clerk of the As- 
sembly in 1911 and 1912, when he was 
promoted to the Chief Clerkshjp, contin- 
uing in that position until 1914! In tinat 
year he became a Bill Drafting Commis- 
sioner. He was connected with that 
commission for four years. He was for 
a time Secretary of the’ Democratic 
State Committee and has been active in 
Democratic politics in Jefferson County 
for many years. He has been useful to 
his party on account of his wide ac- 
quaintance with men in politics and 
public life. throughout the State. 

Mr. Smith gave a luncheon yesterday 
for his colleagues on the Port Authority 
Commission.

|CROWDER NEARS AGE — 
TO RETIRE FROM ARMY 


| Harding Faces Difficulty of Con- 
tinuing His Services in Cuba 


After Feb. 15. 





Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 26.—Ma- 
jor Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, who is the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army 
as well as President Harding’s special 
representative in Cuba, will be due for 
retirement on April 11 next, when he 
will have attained the age limit of 64. 
His second term of four years as Judge 
Advocate General will expire on Feb. 
15 next. ° 

As his work in Cuba is not completed, 
and it is the desire to keep him there 
until his diplomatic and advisory tasks 
haye been finished, officials of the ad- 
ministration will soon be faced by a 
dilemma regarding General Crowder’s 
status. Should General Crowder fail 
to retire from active duty by Feb. 15, 
when his four years as Judge Advocate 
General are completed, he would auto- 
matically revert to his previous rank 
of Colonel and would be retired on 
Colonel's pay on leaving active service 
on April 11. Therefore the General is 
understood to have determined: to re- 
tire on Feb. 15, unless it is made clear 
to him that he will*not lose his retire- 
ment pay as a Major General by re- 
maining on the job. 

During the two years that General 
Crowder has been in Cuba assisting in 
rehabilitating the financial and eco- 
nomic organization of the island, his 
work has given the highest satisfaction 
to President Harding and to Secretary 
Hughes. It is known that General 
Crowder could have had the post of 
Minister to Cuba, provided some way 
could be worked out whereby he could 
accept the post. without forfeiting his 
rank in the army. ‘ 

Just before the State Départment ap- 
propriation bill was’ introduced it was 
proposed that a rider be attaclfed to the 
bill authorizing the President to fill the 
vacancy in the American~Legation at 
Havana, regardless of the,provision in 
the Revised Statutes which declares that 
an army officer on the retired list who 
accepts an appointment in the consular 
or diplomatic service shall automatically 
be cut off of that list and _ shall 
lose his pay as a retired army officer. 
This ‘‘ rider’’ did not go through and 
the obstacles to ‘the appointment of Gen- 
eral Crowder as Minister to Cuba re- 
mained. 

It has been suggested that Président 
Harding might reappoint General Crow- 
der as Judge Advocate General of the 
Army when his tour ae on Feb, 15, 
but the objection to this procedure is 
that even if he were Yeappointed he 
could serve only until April 11, when he 
reaches the age limit. 

The difficulty is the more _ embar- 
rassing inasmuch as the General’s work 
in Cuba is reported to be far from com- 
plete. According to information here 
today, there is. work in Cuba for Gen- 
eral Crowder for several years to come, 
the amendment of the Constitution being 
among the tasks which President Zayas 
and the General have had im contem- 
plation.

FOR REAR LIGHTS ON AUTOS. 


Conference This Week Will Consid- 
er Adopting of Massachusetts Law. 


BOSTON, Dec. 26.—A new law regulat- 
ing rear lights on motor vehicles in this 
State, which becomes effective Jan. 1, 
will be considered as a possible standard 
all States at a joint meeting in 
New York, Dec. 29, of the lighting divi- 
sion of the Society of Automotive En- 
gineers and the Motor Vehicle Lighting 
Committee of the Illuminating Engineer- 
ing Society. The Massachusetts law is 
said to have. caused changes in the 
standard equipment of several makes of 
automobiles, so that the effects of it 
will extend to all States in time, 

The laws in most States now provide 
that rear number plates be so illuminat- 
ead at night that they may be read at 
fifty to sixty feet, but it was asserted 
by Registrar of Motor Vehicles Frank 
A. Goodwin that no lamp manufactured 
until recently would make it possible to 
comply. he Massachusetts law re- 
quires that plates be readable at night 
for a distance of sixty feet, and the 
Registrar has approved fifty-five makes 
of lamps that comply with that condi-

HIS STORY IS’ ACCEPTED 


District Attorney Is Satisfied 
With Explanation of Puz- _ 
zling Death. 


FIREMAN KILLED IN STREET 


Twenty Are Hurt When a Trolley 
Car Hits an Automobile Truck 
in the Bronx.

The puzzling death of Phillip Car- 
berry, 34 years old, an automobile sales- 
man of Mineola, whose bruised body 
was found on the road near the Clarence 
H. Mackay estate at Roslyn, L. I., on 
Monday night, was solved yesterday. 
Lester J. Gillen of Hempstead told Dis- 
trict Attorney Weeks of Nassau County 
that he had run down a man standing In 
the road, presumably Carberry, in the 
belief that he was a robber who was 
trying to hold him up. 

According to Gillen, who is a member 
of a well-to-do family, he and three 
friends were motoring from Sea Cliff to 
Hempstead when the killing happened. - 
The friends were Joseph Cuttle, a golf 
professional; Raymond Porrier, an ex- 
pert accountant, and Thomas J. Hart- 
nett, an electrician. They came upon a 
Ford standing athwart the road, with 
two men near it. Gillen said he and his 
friends thought the men looked sus- 


iclous, so he turned out and sped past 


the car. 

Gillen and his friends went to a near- 
by cottage to telephone the police, but 
failed to put through the call, so their 
story went. Then they turned around 
and went back. They saw the Ford and 
the two men again as they neared the 
spot. This time, they said, one man 
stood in the middle of the road, his 
hands stretched out as if to stop them. 

Fearing a hold-up, Gillen put on full 
speed and dashed ahead, he admitted, 
his right heaglight striking the man and 
knocking hint down. Later Gillen tele- 
phoned to Thomas J. Cuff, a former 
United States District Attorney, who 
notified District Attorney Weeks. Yes- 
terday morning Mr. Cuff took the auto- 
mobile party to the office of the District 
Attorney. Mr. Weeks indicated his sat- 
isfaction with their explanation. 

Russell Webber, a Mineola photogra- 
pher, told the authorities that he and 
his wife, while driving from Glen Cove 
to Mineola, came across the Ford and 
two men. According to Webber, one 
man asked for help, saying that’ his 
friend, who was lying at the r 28, 
had been shot. by robbers who had held 
them up. Webber said that he took a 
pistol with three blank cartridges away 
from the man who accosted him. He 
surrendered the weapon. 

Leon Jankowski, a fireman on the es- 
tate of Henry C. Phipps, told the au- 
thorities that Carberry was one of two 
men who had stopped him while he was 
riding a bicycle on the ‘same road on 
Monday night and beat him badly about 
the face. 

Chester Blekicki, a brother-in-law of 
Carberry, was held on a technical charge. 
of homicide after he had admitted being 
with Carberry when he was kilied. 
Blekicki gave a different version of the 
killing. He said that he and Carberry 
were held up by two men, who later 
were joined by two others. According 
to Blekicki, Carberry was run down by 
an unknown motorist when the robbers 
forced him to get out of the car and 
stand in the middle of: the road. 

Carberry was well known in Nassau 
County and was often seen at the Court 
House in Mineola. He had acted as 2 
special investigator for the District At- 
torney’s office in some murder cases. 


"TRUCK KILLS A PAREMAN. 


He Is Jolted Off a Patroi Running 
Board—Other Accidents. 


Fireman Edward MacSwiney, 35 years 
old, of 441 East 141st Street, the Bronx. 
Was run over by an automobile truck 
when he fell off Fire Patrol 2 at Broad- 
way and Canal Street last night. The’ 
fireman died in St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

Witnesses told the police that Mac- 
Swiney’s fall was caused by a’ sudden 
turn the fire patrol took to avoid a col- 

ision with the same truck that: ran 
Over him. The patrol driven by Fire- 
man Joseph Trinker, was going north 
on Broadway. The truck, driven by 
Max Henken, and loaded’ with apples 
and oranges, was going east on Canal 
Street. MacSwiney and two other fire 
men lurched off the running board as 
the patrol swerved. MacSwiney slipped 
as he struck the pavement and rolled in 
front of the truck. The others escaped. 

Henken told the police he did not hear 
the siren of the fire patrol and did not 
see it until it was passing in front of 
him. He also said he did not see the 
fireman fall under his truck and did 
not know of the accident until witnesses 
called to him. He was taken to Police 
Headquarters on a technical charge of 
homicide. 

The alarm that brought out the fire 
apparatus was a needless one, turned 
n when somebody saw steam coming 

om a building at Beaver and New 
Streets. MacSwiney had been in the 
Fire Department for eleven years. His 
wife and thtee children survive him. 

About twenty persons were hurt last 
night when a crowded surface car 
crashed into an automobile truck at 
141st Street and Southern Boulevard, the 
Bronx. Three ambulances and ten doc- 
tors answered the call for help. but. 
found that only one of the injured 
needed hospital treatment. Three others 
were treated by ambulance surgeons. 
The rest had minor glass cuts. 

The surface car, which was north- 
bound on Southern Boulevard, crashed 
into the truck as it bacKed out of a 
gasoline station. The collision threw 
the truck to the sidewalk, wrecked the 
front vestibule of the car and broke all 
the windows. Eugene Miner, 21 years 
old, of 341 Concord Avenue, the motor- 
nian, was knocked off his feet. Lying 
on the floor amid a shower of broken . 
glass, Miner reached up and shut off 
the power. The car — within 
seventy-five feet. Miner then became 
unconscious and remained so for an 
hour after he had been taken to Lin- 
coln Hospital. He received internal in- 
juries, but his recovery is expected.

The incidents which

strength in United States bonds, of 
which the new 414 per cents went back 
to the subseription price of par for the 
first time since Nov. 8; the rise of 
cotton to the high point of the year, 
matching the “spot price’ of 26.80 of 
Nov. 9, and the publication of a batch 
of railway earnings statements for No- 
vember, practically all of them showing 
handsome increase over 1921, not only 
in gross receipts but in net. The larger 
gross revenue was insured beforehand 
by the increase of 25 per cent. in 
loadings reported. for November; which, 
indeed, surpassed all records for that 
month, But the almost equally large 
expansion in net operating income for 
the month shows that October’s ex- 
tremely heavy outlay for maintenance 
of equipment, which was a sequel to 
the shopmen’s strike and which more 
than canceled that jnonth’s increase in 
gross, has not been generally repeated. 

These November earnings statements 
found no reflection in prices for railway 
shares, most of which rose a fraction 
and then declined again. Numerous in- 
dustrial shares scored sharp advances. 
Possibly this showed the general] trend 
of the market, though the movement 
was rather evidently the work of pro- 
fessional speculators in the stocks con- 
cerned and was not followed even by 
all of the industrial gr oup.

Improvement in gross revenues over 
1921, coupled with economy programs, 
enabled many railroads to show an im- 
provement in net earnings for Novem- 
ber operation, according to reports issued 
yesterday. 

The Union Pacific’s gross increased 
$1,379,014,’ having $18,650,233 for Nov- 
vember, and its operating expenses de- 
creased $100,653, to $12,633,939, showing 
net operating income of $4,611,854, an 
increase of 65.1 per cent., or $1,818,558 
over November, 1921. The road. spent 
$1,814,410 for maintenance of way and 
structures, a decrease of $711,014, while 
expenditures for maintenance of equip- 
ment were $3,528,285, an increase of 
$138,482. The operating ratio for No- 
vember this year was 67.74 per cent., a 
decrease of 5.99 per cent. under No- 
vember, 1921. 

For the first eleven months gross earn- 
ings were $175,738,990, a dectrease of 
$10,088,309. Expenses were $131,088,007, 
a decrease of $5,306,548, and net operat- 
ing income was $29,897,669, a decrease 
of $2,871,730. The operating ratio for 
the eleven months was 74.59 per cent., an 
increase of 1.19 per cent. over 1921. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern reported gross earnings for Novem- 
ber of $6,866,909, a decrease of $325,546, 
while net operating income was $481,629, 
a decrease of $1,249,659. For the first

CANADA MAY BORROW 
FEDERAL RESERVE IDEA 


One Way to Block Wall Street as 
a Dominion Security Market, 
Says Montreal Writer. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 26.—The creation 
of a Dominion reserve board somewhat 
similar to the Federal Reserve Board 
in the United States, is advocated in an 
article in The Star, signed by Walter 
Russell Morson. Canadian bankers are 
not a unit on this question, some fearing 
for their note issuing privileges. The 
article says: 

‘‘ Canadian banks have $195,000,000 in- 
vested in call loans in Wall Street. This 
has always been a/subject for complaint 
by Canadian business man and _ bor- 
rowers. But, as Canada has no call 
loan market, strictly speaking, 


the banks must*keep a liquid reserve, it. 
has been impossible to keep these funds 
out of Wall Street. But if we had a Do- 
minion reserve board every dollar of the 
call money now kept in Wall Street 
could be brought to Canada with per- 
fect safety. 

“The Canadian banks also have bal- 
ances in the United States of $95,000,- 
000 in the hands of their agents and 
with United States banks. No doubt a 
system of greater security in the form 
of elasticity of reserve would bring a. 
large part of these funds back to 
Canada. 

“We might. easily improve on the 


Federal Reserve Board in one respeet— 
by keeping our board out of politics. We 
should confine its directoyate strictly 
to bankers and have them’ selected by 
the member banks.

HONOR PASTEUR’S WORK 
IN LENGTHENING LIFE 


French Scientists Observe His Cen- 
tenary, Landing His Many 
Discoveries. 


PARIS, Dec. 26 (Associated Press).— 
The centenary ‘of the birth of Louis 
Pasteur was observed today by the 
Academy of Medicine, which held exer- 
cisés in honor of the world-famous chem- 
ist and biologist, one of the Acddemy’s 
most illustrious members. Pasteur was 


elected to the Academy in 1873 as a 
free associate, not being eligible to reg- 
vlar membership, as he was neither a 
physician nor an apothecary. 

Professor Behal, President of _ the 
Academy, in an address, dwelt on Pas- 
teur’s personal characteristics as shown 
in his reverential love of his parents 
and of his native land. He recalled 
that when Pasteur received the offer 
of a professorship in Italy in 1871, dur- 
ing the Commune, he refused the ap- 
pointment, saying in a letter: 

‘“‘T should consider myscif a criminal 
deserving a penalty for desertion if I 
left my country in her unhappiness to 
seek a better paid position than she can 
give me,” 

It was remarked that those who con- 
nected Pasteur’s name chiefly if not 
entirely with innoculation against ra- 
bies would have been surprised in lis- 
tening .to the speeches dealing with his 
biological, medical, surgical and hy- 
gienic work, showing that he had saved 
France alone millions of francs by his 
discoveries relating to anthrax, the silk 
worm, poultry - diseases and other 
plagues, and that he had been a pioneer 
in advocating aseptic and antiseptic 
practices, thereby largely reducing tlre 
death rate from puerperal fever and the 
after effects of operations.
